This worthy writer figns his name Isaac pr Duosus, 
N.M. which I fuppofe he never intended fhould be taken 
for areal name; and yet begins his {cribble with inveigh- 
ing againft writing under fictitious names. If this be a 
crime, many of the beft writers in all fciences; and I be- 
lieveeven you yourfelf, Mr.Bavius, are guilty of it. But 
how is it proved, that James ALLeyne is a fictitious name? 
Why truly it muft be fo, becaufe a writer under a fictitious 
name afferts it. — He is as pcfitive, that it is detigned to 
counterfeit the name of one Dr. Joun, author of the Synop- 
fis univer[z medicing practice: but may not Joun ALLEN 
be a fictitious name, as well as James? May it not be made 
to counterfeit the name of fome others of the fame name, 
who have made themfzlves known to the world by their 
writings? [ remember I have fven {me phyfical pieces by 
one Dr. Tuomas Auten, and a treatife of mineral waters, 
befides fome papers in the PLslo/ophical Tranfaétions, by Dr. 
Benjamin Auten: fo that if Joun Aten be a real name, 
and James fictitious, this laft may more probably have 
been made in imitation of thofe, with whofe names the 
public has been much longer acquainted, than with that 
# jon ALLEN. 

ut it is very certain, that the Bookfellers never intended 
tomake the world believe this Di/penfatory to be Dr. Joun’s; 
fince they publifhed an advertifement, figned with both their 
names, wherein they deciared to the world, that Dr. Joun 
AULEN was not the author ef their Di/penfatory. —And, ine 
deed I think they were in the right: for, as far 2s appears 
to me by their different works, it would be more for Dr. 
Jonn’s advantage to be taken for Dr, James, than for Dr. 
Jame:’s to te taken for Dr. Joun. Mr. ve Duosus indeed 
compliments Dr. Jonn ia a very high manner, for his sa- 
dufry in compiling, qudement sm chujfing, jufiice in quoting, 
accuracy tn deferibing, eafy method, ond fig nyficant fiyle, His in- 
duftry indeed appears from his two odtavo volumes, which 
are chiefly tranfcribed from the works of others ; his judg- 
ment in chuling may admur of a dif-ute; his juice in 
qucting’ is not altogether fo great as Duosus would have 
us belicve.— [ fhall give an inflance or two.

1 matt needs Gy, I wifh he hod 
taken leis from Quincy, than he has: for I am fatistied, 
that wherefvever he lias taken any thing from that author, 
he could have faid fomething bitter of his own, But 
how wi!l Duosus make out his goo pages ? The fit 
part, which contains 1¢7 pages, has very little of Quincy 
init. In the fecond, which contains 253 pages, thee are 
about 30 pages from Freinp’s Ciymifiry, all the compo- 
fitions in the London Di/penjatory, all the improvements of 
the Edinburgh Di/penfatory, a great many prefcriptions from the 
Pharmacopaia pauperum, and a confiderab'e num>.r fiom 
the Di/pexfatory of S$. Bartholomew's Hofp:tal, never before 
printed; not ro mention ‘Zwetrer, Rates; &c. whom 


Dr. Atteyne had as much right to copy, as Quincy had. 


In the third ‘part, which contains 192 pages, moft of che 
prefcriptions are from Bates, Futter, and the moft emi 
nent phyficians now in pra€tice: and when any are taken 
from Quincy, his name is always fairly quoted ; a pizce of 
juftice, of which Quincy did not ufe to be guilty. The 
fourth part, which contains 44 pages, has not one word 
of Quincy in it ThusI am atraid Duosus will fall very 
fhort of his soo pages our of 630, he fhould have {aid 646 ; 
for Dr. ALreyne’s book contains that number. But ha 
this charge been true, we fhould however have been od- 
liged to Dr. Atteyne for his tew emendations, and for 
rendring his book 130 pages better than that uf Quincey. 

Duonus feems to be bent upon finding fault with any 
thing, how excellent foeser, that Dr. Arveyne has dour, 
which is not in Quincy. Thus he attempts, in an awk- 


ard manner, to ridicule that ufefui pait of f{etting cowa 


the genttive cafes, and marking the quantities of middle | 


fyllables; as if none of the readers of Di/pen/atories had cc- 
cafion for fuchaffifance. Yet is it very certain, that many 
words are erroncoufly pronounced by apothecaries ; as may 
appear by wegen | the common pronunciation with 
Dr. ALLeyne’s correcticns. And the marking the gene- 
tive cafes, is, no doubt, exceedingly ufeful s they being fo 
much ufed in the prefcriptions of phyficians, that nothing 
is more-commton, than to have them miftaken for the no- 

iinative. Thus Calomelanos, which is. the genitive cafe 
of Calomelas, is mentioned by Quincy, and others after 
him, as the nominative. And even Duonvs’s great oracle, 
Dr. Joun Atten, has, in his Synopfts, miftaken the genitive 
cafe of pranus, making it pruna, inftead of pruni: fo that, 
if fuch prodigies of learning, as Dr. Quincy and Dr, Av- 
ren, have fallen into thefe miftakes, Dr. ALLEyne might 
well think, that others had occaficn to be informed cf 
thefe matters. Burt, fhould I grant this to be but a imal! 
improvement, yet it mufi be allowed, that Dr. ALLEYNe’S 
Di pen/atory is, in this refpeet, fome {mall matter better than 
Qu:ncy’s. 

The omiffons, it feems, make worfe work. Dr. ALLEYNE 
has omitted thoe w/eful ehapters at the head of each ela/s 
of medicmes, on cephalic:, on balfattics, en earminatives, 
ec. Surely it would have been very abfurd to continue thele 
heads of chapters, when the very divifions which Quis 
cy makes under thefe heads are reje€ted> Put thee are 
much better jupplied in the fourth part ; where the Dr, 
gives us that excellent abridgment cf Borrnaave.—— 
The infradive art cle om the difirioutsn of simples, mutt 
neceflaiily be different from Quincy’s, as the dittribution 
itfelf is different. The rales for gathering them are not 
omitted, as Duopus talfely aflerts; but are in the 153d 
page of Dr. Arteyne’s Di/penfutory.—-What he means 
by the phy tcal method of fimples, 1 don’t underftand. He 
jays, many fimplks are totally forgotten; which is taille. 
Rte inflances four, Lapis Hameasises, Kermes Mecioacan,and 
Moxa. The Lapis Hamatites is mentioned in page to. 
Tie Kermes is indced omitted in the Index ; which icems 
to be the greateft part of our critic’s reading, but may be 
found in page 98. The Mechoacanna aiba 1s omitted, bur 
the omiffion is of no very terrible confequence. All that 
Dr. Quincy has to fay of the virtues of this drug is, “ it

** bur of flow operation, the feat of its action being chief- 
‘* ly in its extreme paits, and theref re accounted good in 
‘* all arthritic pains: for whch purpofe tt flands in great

blundeving!y made ir. Duous feems to lament very feel 
ingly fir the lofs ot shat excellers article of m ie] MOS 5 
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the influence of mal: liquors, when he fent you that 


wretched picce of criticifm. 
I come now tothe moft terrible charge of all, The death's 
wowed of Quincy’s Difpenfasory, by alcering his method. 
Here our doubty critic very learnedly defcants upon method, 
and would fain be taken for a logician, by his bringing in 
a fcrap of technical Greek. But, | am atraid he will neveg 
+e taken tor a gteat mafter of logic, having juft before un- 
lackily talked of geveral /pecies. — But let us confider a 
a lictle that ffruTere which Ducnus tells us our new Author 
has immpioufy defaced. Quincy begiis with a theory of 
pharmacy, then proceeds to the fimples, of which medi- 
canes are to be compounded.” The fimples are divided, not 
according to their ebvious properties, but according to 
an imaginary agreement in their virtues; whence neceffiri- 
ly arifeés a very great confution. Plants, mimals, and mine 
ras are jumbled ftrangely together ; acd of the fame plane 
yeu may find the root in ose chapter, the lcaves in ano- 
ther. the flowers in a third, and the feds in a fourth ; 
and his fubdiwifions are fall ‘of blunders. You have Am- 
évreris under mitefals, which is the prcduétion of a whale; 
Bunmen Fudaicur, under infpifficed’ juices, which is a 
mineral balfam ; Terra Fapenica under minerals, which is 
an infpiflated juice ; and abundance more of the {ime na- 
ture — Let us now confider Dr. Atteyne’s method. He 
begins juiily wath fimples, before he proceeds to compofi- 
tiom, . The limpies are ranged in fo eafy an order, accord- 
ing to the rules of natural hiftory, that the young fudent is 
led on gradually to the knowledge of their ftruéture ; which 
will hinder him from having one im pofed on him for another, 
Thus the, learned Mr. Dare treated the fimples in his Phar- 
macologia, a work compofed with the approbation and 
ail Rance of as great a judge as ever lived, the celebrated 
Mr. Ray , who, Duosus bokily affirms, would have taken 
quite a different way. if he had beea to. write on this fub- 
jeQ. After the fimples Dr. ALLexwe leads us to the offie 
cinal compofitions ; the very method followed by the cel- 
leges of phyficiaus both at Londga aud Edinburgh. Now 
I appeal to you, Mr. ®avius, whether Dr. AcLeyne is to 
be cenfured for his impiety in differing from Quincy; or 
Duaesus for his Impadence in arraiguing in fuch a maaner 
thofe two learned bodies. Then the doétor gives us ex- 
amples of extemporancous preicriptions, bath in Englith 
and Latin ; and concludes with anaccount of the operation 
of medicines. Nothing can be more cafy and natural than 
this method, Befides, all the advantage that Quiney’s 
method can boaft of is abundantly fupplied by the copious 
Index of diieafes, under cach of which both fimples and 
compounds are ranged. 

Duosus is very angry with Dr.-ALveyne for followin 
D:. Bornnaave in his difcourfe on the operations of medi- 
cines ; and aitempting to reconcile the practice of the Lon- 
don phy ficians, with the rules laid duwn by that celebrated 
profellor, Who bur himfeif could have thought, fays he, of 
waking Or. Frewwp and Dr. Botrnaave draw in the fame 
oaks and the London and Leyden pracice go band in band? 
Fans entur jam gryphes eguis. V will fatisfy him in this point: 
Many members of tic colleges, both of Losdon and Edine 
burch, would have though: this very praCticable, who have 
themfelves been educated under that great man. — But this, 
it flems, 1s not all; im his Recipes he every where follows 
the practice of the London Phyjicians, w!o are famous for be- 
ing great compounders; yet in the lat part he follows one, 
who 's for reducing all plyfic to the ufe of fimples. 1 fup- 
pofe our critic thought no body world difpute the truth 
ot what ke afferted {> roundly. But, for my part, I can- 
not be fo compiaifant: He is entirely miftaken here ; for 
every one, who is acquainted with Dr. Boernaave’s prac- 
tice, er has feen any of his prefcriptions, mutt know they 
are generally very compound, and contain three times as 
many ingredients, as thofe of the moft celebrated phyficians 
now in London, 


Ta conclude: I muft declare my opinion, That Dr. 
Atzeyne’s book ig much better than Dr. Quincy’s, All 
thar is valuable in Quincy is retained ; the method is more 
uniformt and confiltent ; and many excellent things are ad- 
ded, to which Quincy was entirely a franger,
